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PREFACE 


The fine coins now offered for sale were acquired by Miss Olga Knoepke of New 
Town, Connecticut, between 1957 and 1970. This offering, collected together 
and catalogued for the first time, displays her discerning eye for both quality and 
style, both such important features in classical coinage. The catalogue, with its 
four colour and 24 black and white plates, in which every lot is illustrated, is a 
fine tribute to her taste, and the wide range of her interests. 

In forming the collection, rarity alone was never the deciding factor when 
making a purchase and, indeed, many of the coins are common types. But 
condition was for Miss Knoepke the paramount priority, and collectors now 
given the chance to purchase coins from her collection will appreciate that the 
standard she set herself is remarkable for its consistency. 

With the diversity of coins, and the overall quality throughout the collection, it 
is hard to single out particular highlights, but the Tetradrachm of Amphipolis, 
with its striking — slightly turned — head of Apollo, is magnificent (Lot 34, and 
illustrated on the front cover). There is a very strong section of Tarentine gold, 
many pieces coming from the Vlasto Collection. There are three splendid Staters 
of Caulonia and several fine coins of Syracuse, including three gold 100 Litra 
pieces, and a fine Dekradrachm by Kimon from the Lockett Collection. 

The collection is strong in the coins of the Macedonian Kings and also contains 
several Cretan coins. From Asia Minor there are three electrum Staters of 
Cyzicus, two gold Staters of Lampsacus, one probably unique, and a two-thirds 
Stater of Ephesus, believed to be only the fourth known specimen. 

Coins of this quality are memorable and where possible the catalogue details 
their pedigrees or provenances. The list of famous collections appears with a full 
bibliography on the preliminary pages of the catalogue and a formidable list it is, 
containing the names of the famous classical numismatists of the past:— Vlasto, 
Empedocles, De Nanteuil, Bougerol, Mavrojani, Delbeke, Niggeler, Barron, 
Benson, Mathey, Montagu, Rhousopoulos, W. Gilbert, R. B. Lewis, Sevasto- 
poulos, Grand Duke Michaelovitch, Spencer Churchill, Locker Lampson, Jame- 
son, Bement, Imhoof-Blumer, Sir Herman Weber, Signorelli, Seltman, Wood- 
ward, Foreign Amateur, Petrowicz, Huth — but with Pozzi and Lockett, whose 
Sale took place in these same Rooms, the two most strongly represented. 

It is many years since a comparable collection of Greek coins has been offered 
for sale in London.
